| ONDON AND CROYDON RAILWAY COMPANY, 

1, Bank-buildings, September 18, 1838.—Anonymous and incorrect state- 
m2uts relating to the works on this line having appeared on several occasions, the 
directors think it right to state that their report. read at the Half-yearly General 
Meeting of Shareholders, held on the 6th inst., contains the following particulars 
of che progress and present state of the railway, viz. :— 

The works have been prosecuted with activity, proportioned to the ample means 
which: have been at the company’s disposal. 

During the greater portien of the six months ended this day, more than 1300 la- 
bourers have been constantly employed on the earthwork and masonry of the line 
of railway, being, in proportion to its length, as great an amount of labour as has 
beeu applied to any of the lines now or recently in progress. 

The directors have the satisfaction to state that the whole of the brickwork, with 
the exception of two of the bridges, will be finished by the early part of next 
month, With respect to the earthwork, the whole of it may be completed in about 
eight weeks from the present time. 

The ballasting of the line and the permanent way have been for some time in 
progress, and will also be very considerably advanced by the end of October. 

The line of railway to Brighton and Dovor, more particularly that portion which 
extends from Croydon-common (the point of junction with the Croydon Railway) 
to Mertsham, by which the Croydon Railway will obtain the combined traffic of 
Keut, Surrey, and Sussex, is in active progress. 

With regard to the traffic, and consequent income upon the capital invested, cal- 
culations derived from parliamentary and other returns were laid before the share- 
holders at the general meeting in April last. 

On all occasions, however, the directors and the principal proprietors have consi- 
dered it sufficient to state, that the Croydon Railway, the station of which is in 
Tooley-street, next London-bridge, is a main trunk tine, connecting London (by 
its junction with the Dovor and Brighton Railways) with the counties of Kent, 
Surrey, and Sussex, and with the southern coast from Deal and Dovor to Brighton 
and Worthing ; by its line from London to the south it gives a rapid means of com- 
mu ‘ication to all other parts of the country from which railways are now in ,pro- 
gress terminating in the metropolis. 

The London and Croydon Railway will therefore have the traffic incident to a 
main line, and the intrease also which the speed of locomotive engines has been 
observed to produce on all other mz in lines of communication.

A Court of Compensation ou behalf of this company was held as above, 
when several important cases were disposed of. 1n the first case, a gentle- 
man named RAVEN demanded compensation, but the company did net dis- 
pute the claim, and a verdict by consent was taken for 6001. Sir CHARLES 
BLOUNT, the member for Lewes, was the next claimant. He claimed the 
sum of 1430/. for the damage that would be done to different parts of his 
property at Croydon by the railroad. It appeared from the evidence that the 
property coasisted of n marsion and about 150 acres of land. The railway, 
it appeared, completely severed the property, and took from it nearly four 
aeres of laud. ‘Lhe company had offered 500/., but this amount was refused. 
Messrs. BLAKE, GRANTHAM, and EpWARps, surveyors and auctioneers, 
were called en behalf of the claima:t, and they stated that, in their opiaion, 
the property would be injured to the amouat claimed. Mr. DRUMMOND, 
Sir Charles’s solicitor, was also called, and he proved the amount from te- 
nants who held some portion of the property. Sir W. Fonverr, on behulf 
ofthe company, contended that the amount claimed was enormous ; end thatthe 
severance of the property was not of great importance, since it only divided 
the different lettings. No witncss:s were called on behalf of the company, 
and the jury, after a short deliberation, returned a verdict for the claimant 
for the full amount. 

COMMERCIAL RAILWAY COMPANY. 
SHERIFFS’ COURT—SEPT. 22. 

TARBUCK v. THE CompaNy.—The plaintiff in this case claimed the sum 
of 4551., the value of two houses belonging to him, and the sum of 1201. for 
the anticipated injury that would be done to two other houses belonging to 
him, and which would be deteriorated by the works of the railway. ‘The de- 
fendauts offered 320/. in satisfaction of the former claim, and denied the right 
of the plaiutiff to compensation for any prospective damage. On evidence 
being tendered to prove the latter claim, Mr. HILL, for the defendants, ob- 
jected to its being received, ou the ground that no action could lie for da- 
mages that might accrue in future ; ia furtherance of this opinion he cited 
several cases iu point. Mr. Jones, for the plaintiff, contended that he had 
aright to compensation now. Ihe UNpDeR-SHenirr decided that the right 
to call for damages for an anticipated injury did not exist, and that when the 
injury accrued the plaintiff had his remedy at law. Atter hearing evidence as 
to the value of the property, the jury returned a verdict, damages 360/. 





SHERIFFS’ COURT—SEPT. 24. 

POCKLINGTON v. THE ABOVE CoMPANY.—lIn this case the claim alto- 
gether was 1723/., and included a sum of 120. for law and other charges, 
the first time ever inserted in a claim. The company offered 600/. in court. 
After hearing counsel and evidence, the UNDER-SHERIFF summed up the 
ease, and the jury, after a very short deliberation, assessed the damages at 
550l., which is 50/. less than that offered by the company, and, under the 
circumstances stated, 1173/. below the original claim. 


GALLIERS v. THE SAME CompANY.—Here the claimant carries on the 
business of what is termed a plant breker, which means one who buys and 
sells the property of brewers, distillers, dyers, &c., and which is technically 
ealled the ‘‘piaut.’’

CONVEYANCE OF MAILS ON RAILWAYS. 
We have received several communications complaining of the proposed 
alteration in the time of the departure of the day mails from Londen by 
railway to Birmingham, Manchester, Liverpool, Dublin, and all the inter- 
mediate towns on the road. It is stated that on and after the lst of Oc- 

| tober next the mails to the above-mentioned places, which now leave 
| London at eight o’clock in the morning, ave to be detained till eleven 
We were at first inclined to believe that our correspondents had 
been led into some mistake, but on inquiry we find that their information 
is but too true, and that the Post-office, instead of accellerating the mails, 
are about to retard them, and deprive them of the advantage which every 
other mode of conveyance has gained by the opening of the railway 
throughout from London to Birmingham. To understand the matter fully, 
it is necessary to state, that on the partial opening of the London and 
Birmingham Railway the mails were conveyed by railway to Denbigh-hall, 
and thence to Rugby by coaches and horses. At Rugby they were again 
placed on the railway and conveyed to Birmingham, whence they were 
forwarded to their respective destinations by the Grand Junction Railway. 
At Liverpool and Manchester they arrived the same night, about half-past 
eleven o’clock, au hour too late for the delivery of letters or newspapers. 
The delay created by the conveyance of the mails from Denbigh-ball to Rugby 
by coaches might now be avoided by the opening of the London and bir- 
mingham Railway throughout. The morning eight o’clock train from 
London is to arrive in Birmingham about two o’clock. The mails, if sent 
by that train, could be forwarded, according to the present arrangements, 
at half-past two o’clock, and would reach Liverpool and Manchester the 
same evening at seven o’clock—an hour which would admit of the letters 
and newspapers being delivered without the delay of a night intervening. 
If this proposal of the Post-office to delay the departure of the mails till 
eleven o’clock in the forenoon is persisted in, all the advantage that might 
be obtained by the railway is completely thrown away. The three hours’ 
delay will prevent the mails arriving at Liverpool and Manchester till 
eleven o’clock at night ; the letters and newspapers will be then detained 
in the Post-office, as at present, till the next morning; and, in fact, after 
all the benefits expected from the railway, the public will only obtain their 
letters and newspapers at the same hour that they did when they were 
forwarded by the morning coaches to Birmingham, and thence by the 
cross mail to Liverpool and Manchester. It has been urged that the delay 
of the mails till eleven o’clock has been to enable merchants in London 
to answer their correspoudents’ letters on the same morning that they are 
received; but even that argument is without the slightest foundation. 
The delay of the mails to eleven o’clock will prevent the letters being de- 
livered at Liverpool or Manchester the same evening, and letters sent by 
the night mail from London will reach both those towns within an hour 
or two of the delivery of the letters which arrived the preceding night by 
the day mail. It is searcely possible to believe that a plan move injudi- 
cious, more mischievous, or more calculated to thwart and prevent all that 
might be accomplished by railway communication could be conceived.

STEAM-BOAT ACCIDENTS. 

A meeting was lately held at Neweastle-on-Tyne, the Mayor in the chair, 
when a series of resolutions were passed, having for their object the expres- 
sion of public opinion of the necessity of having inspectors of steam- 
boats, and giauiing licenses ; whilst the meeting deplored the lamentable 
accideuts which have lately oceurred in the north. A subscription was 
on the occasion entered into for Grace Darling. ‘ 

We are glad to find that the attention of the Government of the United 
States has been directed to the subject, as w ll appear from the following 
synopsis of the new American steam-boat law, which we extract from the 
New York Morning Heraid, doubting not but that our own Government 
will see the indispensable necessity of pursuing a similar course. 

Section 1—Requires all vessels propelled ia whole or in part by steam, to 
take out before tie Ist of October next a new license, subject to the conidi- 
tions hereafter. 

Section 2—Prohibits all vessels propelled as above, from transporting 
passengers or goods *‘ in or upon the bays, lakes, rivers, or other navigalle 
waters of the United States,’’ after the Ist of October, without such new li 
cense. 
proceeded agaiust summarily. , , 

Section 3—Axthorises tue district judge to appoint competent and fait 
persons to ins, ect buils, boilers, aud machinery of every steam vessel, when- 
ever requested so to do by the master or owner thereof; which inspectors 
are to furnish duplicate certificates of their inspection, and to take an oath 
faithful y to dischar.e their duty. No one to be appointed who is interested 
in the manufacture of steam-engines or machinery. 

Section 4—Requires the person appointed to inspect the hull of any steam- 
boat, to state in his certificate the ave of the boat, when and where built, 
and how long it has been ruuning; and also whether the vesscl is, in his opi 
nion, sound aad seaworthy. Fee, five dollars—to be paid by the owner or 
master. . i 

Section 5—Imposes the same duties on the person required to inspect the 
boilers ; the certificates to state the age thereof, and wuether sound and fit 
for use. One copy of the certificate to be delivered to the cx lector, the other 
to “‘ be posted up, and kept in some conspicuous part of tie boat. Fee as 
above. 

Section 6—The inspection under the 4th section to be made once a-year, 
that under the 5th section twice a-year—the cer.ificate of such inspecti n to 
be delivered by the owner or master to the collector, incurring penalties if 
running with ut a license. A ‘* competent namber of experienced and skil- 
fal engineers” to be kept by the owners on board every boat ; and for neg- 
lect of doiag so, the owners and masters liable ‘ for «li damages to the pro- 
perty of any passenger on board, occasioned by explosion or by derangement 
of the machiuery.”’ - 

Section 7—Requires, under the penalty of 200 dollars, that whenever the 
boat stops for passengers, freight, or fuel, the safety-valve shall be opened, 
so as to keep the steam down in the boiler as near as practicable to what it 
is when the boat is under head-way. Ft a 

Section 8—Requires, under penalty of 300 dollars, boats navigating the 
lakes or the ocean, if not over 200 tons, ‘ to carry two long-boats or yawls, 
each competent to carry at least twenty persons ;’’ large steamers to carry 
at least three such yawls. i ; 

Section 9—Requires, under like penalty, all steamers referred to in section 
8, to carry with them an engine and suction-hose ia good order, and to use 
iron roads or chains instead of tiller ropes. ; 

Section 10—Requires steam vessels running between sunset and sunrise 
to carry lights. Penalty, 200 dollars. ek 

Section 11—A!! penalties to be sued for in the District Court where the 
offence occurs, or where the owner or master resides. One hali for the 
informer, the other for the United States. 

Section 12—‘* Every captain, engineer, pilot, or other person employed on 
beard a steam. boat,”’ through whose negiigence, misconduct, or Inattention, 
life is Jost, shall be deemed ‘‘ guilty of inansiaughter,” and upou conviction, 
be sentenced to confinement at hard labour for not sore than ten years. 

Section 13—In all actions against steam boat owners or masters, the 
“bursting of a boiler, collapse of a flue, or injurious escape of steam,”’ shall 
be taken as ‘“‘ full prima fucia evidence, sufficient to charge the delendant, or 
those in his employ, with neg.izence, until he suall show there was po beg- 
ligence by him, or those in his cunployment.” 
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Tue Forrarsuine Steamer.—Mr. Just, the manager of the company 
to which the ill-fated Forfarshire belonged, bas addressed a statement, 
accompanied by certain affidavits, to the editor of the Dundee Chronicle, 
for the purpose of exonerating the directors and himself from the blame 
which has been cast upon them by many erroneous statements that have 
appeared ia the public journals, by proving that the boilers and tmachinery 
were in good working condition, and that the casualty must have occurred 
from one of those accidents which it is impossible for human prudence at 
all times to guard against. We, however, wuch doubt the correctness of 
the managers opinions.

THE SULPHUR CONTRACT, 


Wevhave been favoured by a correspondent with the following copy of 
a letter from Messina, dated 18th August, 1838:— In the article of

ton more beyond what is now on its way, and the 95,000 cantars, or 7000 
tons nowdeposited at Malta. There was hot work on the south coast during 
July; from Licata alone they shipped off in July 184,534 cantars, equal 
to 14,195 tons. In the calculation of exports for the last seven mouths 
there is no return from ‘Terra Nova, Palermo, or Secuhana, so that the 
whole exports can be little less than 1,100,000 cantars, or 85,000 tons— 
a pretty trade to give over to Messrs. Taix, Aycard, and Co. !”’ 


We are given to understand that the monopoly of the trade in sulphur 
recently granted by the Neapolitan government to a private company of 
Frenchmen, has become already so unpopular in Sicily that it is doubtfy| 
whether the foreign adventurers will not find their bargain so unprofitable 
that the contract will probably fall to the ground. This is a termination 
of this monopoly which is much to be desired, not only for the interests 
of the manufacturers in this country and in France, by whom sulphur js 
so extensively used, but still more for the interest of the people of Sicily, 
upon whom the ruin of the sulphur trade must so severely press. Sicily, 
with the greatest natural advantages from soil, climate, and situation, jp 
the centre of the Mediterranean, has yet the poorest, and, perhaps, the 
most degraded population in all the European states—the fruit, in a great 
measure, of the monopolies, which crash all industry, and leave the popu. 
lation a crowd of beggars and slaves. The procuring and exporting of 
sulphur is almost the only important branch of enterprise and employ. 
ment for the labouring population which remained to this island, and this 
has now been subjected to the same monopolising hands with the rest, 
The distress of the population, it is argued, will be greatly aggravated, 
should this contract be carried into full operation, as the greater part of 
the mines will be closed, and the miuers consequently be left unemployed, 
— Chronicle,

that it had indeed already become extremely unpopular in Sicily, where 
it was clearly seen it would soon deprive the people of their almost only 
Sicily supplies nearly all the world with sulphur, 
and is the only place whence it is obtained ; so that it is, in fact, abso- 
lutely necessary that the monopoly of this necessary article in many im. 
portant branches of commerce should be watched with the utmost jealousy, 


and every exertion made to counteract the present contract, which woull 
otherwise have a very prejudicial effect, especially in this couutry aud 


France, where it is used in large quautities. The consumption of brim- 


stone annually in Englaad is 36,000 tons, and 40,000 tons in France,,and 


the value of it has not exceeded 7/. per ton; but by the present -mono- 


poly the price, it is admitted on all hands, will be doubled, viz., 14/. per 
ton. 


The effect of this will moreover be almost immediately felt, for

Mr. Locke then adds, ‘J look upon the formation of this line as a fair and legiti- 
mate undertaking, and as I believe it will hereafter form a link of the great north 
and south railway, there seems little doubt of its affording a fair return for the ontlay. 

“The ground is very favourable, and although from the section there appears one 
ortwo deep cuttings, yet on a more careful examination of the ground, they may,

The annual mecting of this company was held at the company’s rooms, 
Commercial Buildings, Belfast, on Thursday, the i3th inst. 
James Gopp rp, Esq., in the chair. 
The following report was read from the directors :— 


REPORT. 

The directors of this company have the satisfaction of informing the proprietors, 
that during the twelve months which have eiapsed since the last general meeting, 
the progress of the undertaking has been, on the whole, highly satisfactory. 

In the Jast report to the proprietors, it was stated, that a premium had been offered 
to the contractor, if the line were firished, so as to open for the conveyance of pas- 
sengers, as far as Lisburn, on the Ist of September inst., being eight months within 
the ‘ime specified in his contract. From the extreme wetness of the weather, how- 
ever, durin® the past summer, the works have been so retarded, particu in the 
heavy excavations, that they are not now expected to be completed before the spring } 
of 1889. 

The delay in opening the line will, the directors think, prove the reverse of preju- | 
dicial, as the effect of a second winter’s rain will serve so materially to consolidate H 
the new embankments, as to ensure their permanence, and prevent the chance of | 
accidents from their sinking, which have occurred in some of the English lines, 
where too much hurry has been exercised in this particular. Besides, from the ex- 
traordinary pressure of business with the Fnglish manufacturers, the directors found | 
it impossible to effect a contract for the delivery of the requi.ite number of locomo.- } 
tive engines sooner than the month of March next. | 

After minute inquiry, and ample proof ofthe superiority of the pin, the directors 
determined to adopt longitudinal bearines of wood, in laying their rails, in place of 
using stone blocks and transverse sleepers. A great saving in the first cost of con- | 
strueting the line will thus be effected, and a very considerab'e annual one will also | 
be insured in the wear and tear of engines, &c. In pursuance of the recommenda- 
tion of the Irish Kailway Commissioners, a guage of 6 feet 2 inches will be used as 
a breadth of way between the rails. 

Nearly al! the iron rails and timber required to complete a single line to Lisburn, 
have now been delivered, and the latter has undergone Kyan’s patent process for | 
preventing dry-rot. 

Engagements have been entered into with some of the first manufacturing houses 
in England for | comotive engines and carriages ; and contracts made, for erecting 
the entrance front and requisite buildings at the Leifast station, to be completed in 
December next. 

On an application made by the directors, in Novenwer, 1837, to the Board of 
Works, for a loan of public money to this company, the commissioners sent Mr. 
Owen, their engineer-in-chief, to inspect the Ulster line ; and, on his subsequent 
Teport, they, as far back as February last, recommended a loan of 40,\0/. on the 
works of the first section of the line to Lisburn. 

Although the directors hope tnat the Lords of the Treasury will shortly carry the 
recommendation of the commissioners of public works into effect, they have hitherto 
been unable to obtain a direct pledge on the subject as to time. 

In compliance with the wishes of the general meeting of last year, as well as in 
accordance with their own conviction of the propriety of carrying on the line, with 
all possible dispatch, to Portadown, the directors lost no time in obtaining posses- 
sion of the land required, between Lisburn and that town, a distance of eighteen 
miles; the entire sum paid for which was 22,8i/. 78. 9d., which includes all con- 
Sequential damages, and the cost of opening two approaches to the railway station 
at Lisburn, from the main street of that town, through Antrim and Jackson-lanes. 

Immediately after getting the land into their possession, the directors advertised 
for contracts, to continue the line to Lurgan, divided into two sections; but at the 
time appointed for reeeiving* tenders, in May last, they were obliged, reluctantly, 
to postpone these contracts from the unexpected delay in obtaining the assistance 
from Government, on which they had so confidently relied; their own funds, ine'u- 
ding all at present called in from the proprietors, say 10/. per share, being barely 
Sufficient to complete and open the line for traffic to Lisburn, and pay for the pur- 
Pe of land from thence to Portadown—all which must be done within a limited

The directors feel happy in announcing to the proprietors that their line has ob- 
tained the favourable notice of the Irish Railway Commissioners; who, after having 
had the plans, sections, &c., connected with it, submitted to them, have, in their

BRISTOL DOCK COMPANY. 

The half-yearly general meeting of this company was held at the Com-

After a lengthened discussion relative to the remission of the dock dues 
to the Great Western steamer, it was resolved, that counsel’s opinion 
should be taken on the subject ; and also on another point respecting the 
construction of the Act as respects ships entering from British Colonies. 
Whatever may be the strict legal decision on the first of these questions, 
says the editor of the Bristol Gazette, we think that neither in justice nor 
in equity have the Dock Company a shadow of claim to dues for which 
no value is given; and ifthe Dock Act is to be construed according to the 
strict letter of its provisions, framed at a time when steam navigation was 
not even dreamt of, and therefore totally inapplicable to present circum- 
stances, there ought to be no hesitation, except Bristol is to sink back into 
the sloth and apathy of former days, to anply for another Act, more in 
accordance with the improvement of theage. With regard to some obser- 
vations made at the meeting—that it is the citizens of Bristol and not the 
Dock Company, who should be called upon to find money for any altera- 
tion of the works, we must repeat what we have stated on a former occa- 
sion—that the citizens have paid for many years, pay now, and seem likely 
to pay to an indefinite period, a compulsory rate of 2400/. a-year to the 
Dock Company—that the condition on which this large amount of taxation 
is levied, is, that accommodation shall be found for vessels visiting the 
port; and we must confess that, independent of the hardship on the Great 
Western, in being obliged to pay aconsiderable amount for which no bene- 
fitis in any shape rendered, the citizens at large are, as a third party, 
deeply interested, and when fulfilling their part of the contract, are bound 
to see the Dock Company fulfil theirs. Some of the shareholders in the 
Dock Company should remember that by insisting too closely on their 
bond—if they will have their ‘‘ pound of flesh’’—they may deprive the 
port of all vitality. When the bird isdead or flown they may look in vain 
for the golden eggs, which they now evince so great a reluctance to relin- 
quish, 





SEVERN NAVIGATION COMPANY. 

A meeting of the shareholders in this company was held in the Guildhall, 
Worcester, on Thursday, 20th inst., to consider what steps should be taken 
for the prosecution of the company’s schemes.

We quite agree in this, and consider it a proof of public pru- 
dence and discrimination, and a salutary set-off against the gullibility with 
which people are too frequently imposed upon by hair-brained projects. 
Under the discouraging circumstances of the case, all of any consequence 
that was done was to authorise the directors to apply any balance they 
might have in hand to the defence of the company against unjust claims 
made upon its funds, and the remainder to be applied ‘‘ in payment of 
any expenses they might incur in entering into any negotiation that may 
be set on foot during the next year to promote the improvement of the 
river.’’ As the balance to be thus appropriated is not expected to ex- 
ceed much above 100/., the farther prosecution of the company’s plans 
does not present very flattering prospects to the promoters, and need 
therefore cause very little alarm to the public.

lead is allowed to slide along the cord, and, on striking the box, explodes it 
—a thin piece of sheet lead or cupper being fixed on the box where the per- 
cussion primer strikes it.

Ivison’s Parent.—This method of burning smoke being so simple 
that the experiment may be very easily tried, has already been partially 
tried in Leeds during the present week, and we believe we may say, with 
success. It was tried in an engine which has more work to do than it 
was intended for, and, therefore, this experiment may be regarded as a 
severe test. The jet of steam being cast on the fire, the smoke was all 
but entirely consumed—what escaped from the chimney being scarcely vi- 
sible—and the quantity of fuel consumed was materially diminished. In this 
case, the bridge of the furnace had not been altered, as recommended in 
the Mining Journal, and, therefore, the experiment was tried under ra- 
ther disadvantageous circumstances. The supply of coal to the furnace 
was, however, regulated by a hopper, and of course it was more gradual 
than when thrown in by shovels fall. We know that some of our mill- 
owners and dyers are intending to adopt the plan; and they feel assured, 
on chemical principles, that it must succeed. We hope the attention of 
every manufacturer in Yorkshire will be drawn to the subject, and that a 
plan which promises such excellent results, both to the pockets of the 
owners of steam-engines and to the cleanliness and healthfulness of 
our towns and villages, will receive the fairest and fullest trial—Leeds 
Mercury.

Sate or Rartway Suares.—A number of: highly respectable par- 
ties attended the sale of the 608 shares which had been declared forfeited 
in the Blackwall Commercial Railway Company, and which took place at 
the Auction Mart, on Wednesday, the 26th inst. The auctioneer (Mr. 
Shuttleworth) stated, that although only 2/. and 3/. paid had been paid 
on.the shares, the company undertook to deliver them to the purchasers 
as if all the calls (7/. per share) had been paid. Some smart competition 
took place, and the prices realised ranged from 52. 15s. to 6/. per share. 
We noticed some of the directors in the room who appeared to be ready 
buyers. 

Lonpon AND Greenwicu Rarway.—The number of passengers on 
this line, from the 22d of September to the 28th, was 27,395, producing’ 
(including amount for creek and footpath) 725/. Is. 7d. 

Great Western Raitway.—The receipts on this line from the 
London terminus to Maidenhead (only about twenty-six miles) have in 
the eighty-eight days, from June to the end of August, amounted to nearly 
21,0001.—Reading Mercury. 

Lonpon AND BirmincuamM Rariway.—The opening of the entire 
line by no means implies the completion of this stupendous work. There 
is still an immense deal of labour to be performed along the whole dis- 
tance, and especially at the newly-opened portion. Manv of the stations 
also are yet very incomplete, that at Blisworth consisting of little more 
than a wooden shed, and a tremendous flight of wooden steps. In Nor- 
thampton and neighbourhood the opening excited the greatest interest; 
and the new portion of the line was thronged by thousands. Everything 
in the nature of a conveyance which the town could afford was in requisi- 
tion at an early hour. Denbigh-hall, which so recently enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of a ‘‘ terminus,”’ is now completely deserted, not being even a 
‘“*station.”? The wooden offices are closed; the wattled stabling, and 
greensward stable-yard, lately so crowded, are empty ; and the tarpaulins 
roofed ** hotel’’ no longer offers to the night traveller the attraction of a 
cheerful bonfire and a boiling kettle without, and a ham sandwich and hot 
cup of coffee within. All is tenantless, and the train shoots by unheeded. 
The glory of Denbigh-hall is departed.— Northampton Mercury. 

Souru-Eastern Raitway.—There is now every appearance of the 
South-Eastern Railway being spee:lily commenced in the Tonbridge diss 
trict. A contract has been taken, and early in the ensuing month active 
operations will be commenced on the eastern side of this town. Several 
purchases of land have already been made, and a jury will be empanelled 
on the 2d of October to award compensation for land not yet agreed for. 
As much as 1200/. has been asked for a little more than an acre and a 
quarter close by.— Maidstone Gazetie. 

Greenock AND AyrsHIRE Raitways.—The work of these rail- 
ways is now going briskly on in Paisley. Mr. Lyon, contractor for the 
bridge over Cart, has got the west side ready for founding, and the Messrs. 
King, contractors for the depdt, and street bridges, have got most of the 
space in front of the county buildings inclosed, and are getting rapidly om 
for the erection of the Gilmour-street bridge. The appearance of the 
town in that quarter is already greatly altered, but the change in a short 
time will be still more striking. 

SHEFFIELD, ASHTON-UNDER-LYNE- AND MANCHESTER RAILWAY.— 
Several contracts with landowners have already been completed upoa the 
most favourable terms, and the directors are in treaty with other parties, 
with every prospect of a similar result. The engineer has also received 
instructions to proceed immediately with the drift-pay through the summit 
ridge, and other works connected with the tunnel, and we understand that 
he has also completed the working drawings for a considerable distance of 
the line.

The London morning papers are received by this 
trains On Monday next the mail, which will leave London at half-past 
eight in the evening, will reach Liverpool about half-past seven o’clock 
the next morning, and the delivery of letters and newspapers will take 
place soon after eight. On the same day the arrangement between the 
directors of the two companies will be carried into effect, for passengers 
by the first class trains being conveyed throughout the entire line in the 
same carriages, and for each company vooking passengers entirely through- 
out.

The bridge on the York and Tadcaster turnpike- 
road, beneath which the railway is to pass, about two miles and a half from 
York, is approaching completion; the arch, whiclris of the oblique kind, 
is finished, and the road above is now forming.—Leeds Mercury. 

BirmMinGuam anv Grovucester Rattway.—The men employed or 
this railway on the line between Moseley and Camphill, are now prosecu- 
ting their labours both night and day, when the weather permits. The 
second arch which connects the land severed by the railway at Balsall 
Heath, is novv in course of erection. 

RaiLroaps in Bercgium.—The Moniteur Belge publishes a royal de- 
cree indicating the line of Hainault Railroad to the French frontier. It 
is to pass by Soubise, Soignies, and Mons, and on the right of the Canal 
de Condé to St. Ghislain, where it will make a bend to the left to reach 
the frontier of France, near Quievrain. It is expected that the Belgian 
railroads will be brought to within a few leagues of Valenciennes and Lille 
by the end of 1839. 

Rat.roaps in Hornranp—AMsTERDAM, Sept. 19.—We learn that 
his Majesty will lay before the states general in the next session a proposal 
of law relative to the iron railroad to the Rhine, in order to prevent the 
delay that has taken place with respect to the Haarlem Railroad. This 
law seems to have only a special object, and not to interfere with the rights 
accruing to the government from the imperial lines of 1810. 

Rattway Cuarces.—Considerable dissatisfaction has been expressed, 
and very justly, we think, during the past week, by the manufacturers and 
tradesmen generally in the town, at the sudden increase in the charge of 
carriage by the directors of the London and Birmingham Railway Com- 
pany, from 1d. to 1$d. per lb. It is, we think, somewhat early for this 
company, who has in a measure possessed itself of the only meaus of tran- 
sit between the metropolis and the heart of the kingdom, to put the screw 
on the confiding public.

There is evidently no circumstance of such vital importance to 
the mining interest, or so closely connected with the prosperity of 
the miner, as a remunerating price for those articles of mineral 
produce which are raised from the earth by his labours. High 
prices, however advantageous for a time, we consider to be a 
doubtful and precarious good, if not, indeed, a positive evil; they 
have always the effect of inducing over competition, and giving 
rise to erroneous and exaggerated estimates, from which many in 
the end are sure to suffer. Even the Jabourer, although benefitted 
for a time by higher wages than he is accustomed to receive, is 
seldom provident enough to reap much advantage from this tem- 
porary good, and always feels severely the reduction which is sure 
to follow. 

Remunerating prices, with a reasonable prospect of their being 
maintained, are probably the surest test of sound prosperity—and 
such indications we are pleased to observe with regard to two im- 
portant articles of mineral produce—iron and copper. The price 
in either case, it is true, is low compared to what we have seen it, 
and it is only by ngid economy that profits can be realised; still 
by comparing the present state of things with that which existed a 
couple of years ago, it is pleasing to observe the improved aspect 

of affairs, and the more sound and healthy state of things which 

now prevails, and further bids fair to continue. If large profits 

cannot be made, moderate ones are at least attainable, while the 

prospects are such as to encourage fair expectations for the future.

so generally burdened, and the precariousness and fluctuation of 
their produce, all contribute to render this branch of mining a 
doubtful and gloomy pursuit, when prices are depressed below 
their fair standard. 

Copper is also at the present time exposed to a serious degree of 
foreign competition-—a circumstance calculated to give a double 
value and importance to any improvement in the price of this me- 
tal, as proving that the British miner is successfully maintaining 
his ground against the produce of foreign countries. In the con- 
test between the deep and expensive mines of our own country, 
and the rich virgin deposits existing elsewhere, although there are 
many disadvantages on our side—and none greater than that arising 
from the high price of labour—it is interesting to observe that 
mining skill, and a careful application of every natural advantage 
which we possess, has hitherto placed us in a more favourable po- 
sition than was, we believe, expected by many. The opening of 
rich foreign mines has certainly depressed the price of the metal, 
still the demand appears to be increasing, and the market, not- 
withstanding an increased supply, appears to be extending in pro- 
portion. It is also deserving of remark, that little or no benefit to. 
the proprietors has hitherto attended the working of those rich fo- 
reign mines, which in the estimation of sanguine projectors were 

to have inundated us with copper, and to have afforded princely 
revenues to those who embarked in them. his circumstance con- 

veys a truth well deserving of attention—it proves how exceedingly 

fallacious many calculations must have been with regard to foreign 

mines—either the average richness and abundance of the ores 

must have been overrated, or the difficulty and expense of their ex- 

traction and transport must have been overlooked. 

Whatever the nature of the fallacy may have been, the effect is 

at any rate indisputable; after great delays have been patiently 

borne, large capitals expended, and vast quantities of rich ore 

shipped to Europe, the value of the property is more doubtful than 

ever, and the policy of embarking in undertakings of the kind is 


rendered at least a very questionable matter. We do hope, there-

fore, that more discrimination will in future be shown in embarking 


British capital in foreign mines ; there exists undoubtedly a wide 
jeld, and when the success can be rendered apparent on the most 
wrtain grounds, there can be no good reason against the employ- 
nent of British enterprise. The results, however, at which we 
have glanced, prove that caution—the highest degree of caution 
should be exercised in these cases—and it is certainly a lamentable 
result to see the value of our native produce deteriorated by Bri- 
,ish capital without any corresponding benefit arising to the indi- 
yiduals concerned.

HOLMBUSH MINING COMPANY. 

Sept. 24.—The ground in the engine-shaft still continues hard. We find, 
by the end of this month, the shaft will be down, when we s\\all make every 
preparation for carrying out the cross-cut to the lode. In the eight fathom 
level west, last week we employed men driving south, and have the satisfac- 
tion of informing you that we have discovered the south lode, and find it to 
present a favourable aspect, which is fifteen inches big, worth one ton per 
fathom ; in its composition it is of that species which is highly congenial to 
constitute a productive lode.

Mine of Rayas.—My last dispatches conveyed to the court a copy of the 
new contract with the Sardaneta family, and some remarks by me on its pro- 
visions and improved position of tle company, in virtue thereof, which I re- 
peat, will, I trust, meet with the cordial approbation of the directors. 

Ip handing you the enclosed usual monthly report on the operations at the 
mine by Mr. G. R. Glennie, I have nothing particular to observe thereon, 
except my regret that the actual appearances of the workings geneially of 
Purisima, San Cayetano, and San Miguel, should not be more favourable, 
and the produce more abundant. Every possible exertion is being used to 
increase the latter and to advance to more promising ground. A very im- 
portant communication has recently been effected between the great shaft and 
the numerous and extensive workings of Purisima, by which means the pro- 
duce and rubbish from those workings can now be extracted for less than 
one-third of the expense hitherto incurred, and the same saving is produced 
as totime. A work of research has been commenced this week in one of the 
upper levels, in the hope that something favourable will be discovered in 
some virgin ground there, at a point called San Juan, about 280 varas from 
the surface, and in the immediate neighbourhood of the great shaft. The 
general produce of picked ores, from the week ending the 9th ultimo to that 
ending the 14th inst., has averaged nearly 600 cargas weekly, and the sales 
on joint account with buscones, which are five in number, have yielded the 
gross amount of $17,380 7, or 83476 weekly, divided equally between the 
mine and the buscones. The amount receivable from both these sources, de- 
ducting therefrom the memoria of the mine, and the reduction expenses, &-. 
of the ores, is estimated to yield a weekly profit of about 8300 or 8400 
during the above-mentioned period of five weeks, notwithstanding that the 
outlay of the mine has been heavier than usual, in order to lay in a stock of 
maize and straw against the rainy season.

Candonga, July 3.—The slide or cross-course mentioned under the head 
Mina de Pedra Bottoms, has been the means of foiling us not a little.

In Moore’s level, we are as near as can be, without actually having 
holed some courses, since Ca;tain Roskrou, being in the adit, conld dis- 
tinctly hear the man in the winze give the word ‘* fire ;’’ consequently, not 
many hours can elapse, ere we effect a junction; the ground is trembling 
under the action of the jumper, and a deep hole will be shot, to afford ine the 
chance of telling you that we had so far realised our expectations. I have

July 13.—You will recollect, that in the outset of our undertakings here, 
very much was said as to the riches coatained in a certain pile of stuff, called 
the ‘* cata burrow ;’’ we are abont to test the truth of this, on an extended 
scale. A new road has been cut, so that with comparative facility we shall 
be enabled to convey to our strakes, such a quantity, as shall at once assure 
us of the prudence of continuing our project ; in my opinion, if we proceed 
at all, it should not be by driblets, but make the experiment, and assure 
ourselves of a fact, in the most comprehensive manner that our means may 
adwit; the result will be submitted to you in due time.

With two cast-iron retorts, sent here for 
experiments at Regla, we made trial of the ore; varied the charges from 
75 lbs. to 100 lbs., mixing with some charcoal, as proposed by Mr. Duny 
and with others lime, in the old method. The result is an eq sal produce of 
quicksilver, with the difference that the chareoal requires a longer time for 
extraction than the lime, varying in time, and with an equally strong fire 
from six the lime, to eighteen and twenty-f ur hours for the charcoal, and 
even then the calcareous matrix of the ore does not appear to be reduced to 
a caustic state or quicksilver. This being the first experiment here, was im. 
perfect, the produce being only 44 to 59 per cent. ; subsequent experiments 
have uniformly realised from 64 to 74 per ceut.; intend cuntiauiug the ex. 
periments with a more simple apparatus.

Bolanos, July 19.—San Clemente continues as usual, the labores alterna.

By 
having no further funds assigned to him, he has been thrown back vey 
considerably ; as the balance of funds, even adding the probable proceeds df 
the ove which is beneficiating, will only enable him to go on with one of the 
compromisos until the next packet arrives, which he expects will bring him 
fresh credits. The writer has not yet been able to take a trip to Plateros, 
as he intended, to conv nce himself with his own eyes, not only of tne pro 
gress and prospects of the negotiation, but also of the mischief this unfor. 
tunate stoppage must have caused ; but he proceeds there immediately afte 
the departure of this letter, and may yet be able to give some additiond 
news by the present packet. That the water is heavy and gives much trow 
ble, we know ; but we are also Jed to expect, that it will be overcome ina 
day ortwo.

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Accipent ON THE Grear Western Rattway.—On Wednesday a} 
most serious accident occurred on this line near the terminus at Maiden- 
jead. During the last fortnight two experimental trains have travelled 
daily to and fro heavily laden with stones and iron, for the purpose of 
trying the strength of the rails and ‘* permanent ways.” At twenty mi- 
nutes before eight o’clock that morning, the Eolus engine started from 
the Paddington terminus with nine carriages heavily laden on an experi- 
ental trip towards Maidenhead, and at eight o’clock the North Star en- 
ine left the same terminus with what is termed ‘the eight o’clock train, 
consisting of seven carriages and five stage-coaches, the whole occupied 
by passengers and luggage. Along the whole line the fog was very dense, 
and between the West Drayton station and Slough the North Star over- 
took the Eolus, which train it propelled from behind to Slough, where the 
North Star stopped to set down passengers, the Eolus continuing its pro- 
gress. The North Star did not delay more than two minutes, when it 

roceeded on its journey to Maidenhead at a steady pace, the fog being 
very thick on that portion of the line, the engineers and attendants not 
being able to see more than fifty or sixty yards before them. When near 
the engine-house, close to Maidenhead, the Eolus was perceived to be 
only about fifty yards ahead of them, on the same track of rails, and it 
being feared, unless that engine quickened its speed, that a collision must 
take place, the whistles of the guards were loudly sounded to give notice 
ofthe North Star’s approach, the engineers and attendants of the latter 
train instantly using their ‘breaks ’’ to endeavour, if possible, to check 
their speed. Unfortunately, however, they were unable to do so, and 
almost immediately afterwards the North Star came with great force 
against the bindmost carriage of the Eolus train, by which it was shivered 
into a thousand pieces, the roof knocking off the chimney of the North 
Star, and otherwise damaging it and injuring the works. The next car- 
riage of the Eolus train was also much shattered and forced by the con- 
cussion up like a watch-box on to the top of the carriage immediately be- 
fore it, which was likewise much damaged. The excitewent and alarm 
among the passengers were great, but fortunately none of them sustained 
any injury. The damage done to the engines and some of the cariisges 
was considerable. 

EpinsurGH AND GLascow Rattway.—We are happy to understand 
that Messrs. Gibb and Son of Aberdeen, so well known for the execution 
ofthe Dean Bridge, the Glasgow Bridge, and other extensive works 
throughout the country, are the successful competitors for the first and 
greatest contract on the line of this railway ; viz., that from Norton to 
pear Priestinch, being a distance of about five miles. This contract com- 
prehends the great viaduct across the Almond valley. It is the heaviest 
part of the line, aud will require the Ingest time in the execution. We 
are glad to learn, however, that it has been contracted for, on the whole, 
within Mr. Miller’s parliamentary estimate ; and when we look to the 
nimes of the respectable contractors, we cannot help thinking that the

BranpLine Junction Raiway.—The works of this railway are so 
far advanced, that the directors are enabled to fix the opening of the 
live from Redheugh through Gateshead for the 15th October, when passen- 
gers and merchandise may be conveyed from the Newcastle and Carlisle 
Railway, to the company’s depét on the east of Gateshead, and coals deli« 
yered into vessels at the company’s drops and quay, at the east end of Hill. 
gate. Between South Shields and Monkwearmouth the works are also 
now proceeding with considerable expedition, and it is calculated that that 
part of the line will be ready for opening by about the Ist of January next. 
The deep cutting recessary to form the inclined plane on the west side of 
Gateshead is now finished, the permanent way laid down, the stationary 
engine-house nearly built, and all the arches of the viaduct over the town 
closed, and the wooden bridges are aiso prepared, and ready for putting 
up across Oakweligate and West-street. A considerable portion of the 
quay is also built.— Newcastle Courant. 

New System or Sream Power.—A few days back the directors of the 
Havre Railroad witnessed the trial of a new system of steam-power, which 
solves the problem of the augmentation of the force in proportion to the 
increase of friction upon declivities. Under the direction of Messrs. De 
Cazes and Arazo, the machine was worked upon a road presenting the 
most diversified declivities, and the result was constantly in favour of the 
inventor. It is believed that the council will go to the expense of con- 
structing a machine for a new trial with the ordiuary locomotive engines on 
an inclined plane.
